Tlie Broomstick gelding, after indulging 
Tableau d’Honneur with the lead to the stretch 
bend, came on into the lead and won by five 
lengths eased up. Camoufleur ran well, but he 
could never get close enough to challenge the 
winner in the final eighth. I^^ading Star ran a 
fairly good race to finish tliird. 

The third race, at one mile, brought a real upset 
when Captain Alcock showed a complete form 
versal by winning easily from Sw’eet Music, with 
the even money favorite La Rablee third. Captain 
Alcock, in addition to leading his opponents all the 
way, ran the mile over a muddy track in 1:37%. 
Yung Ching, the second choice, was much used fol- 
lowing the winner closely and finished a tired 
fourth. Captain Alcock was the medium of a re- 
ported eoup, as he wras backed from 10 to 1 to 7 to 
1 while the field was at the barrier. 

Another maiden two-year-old race followed the 
opener, W’hieh proved an easy victory for the first - 
time starter Playcany. This Fair Play fillj’ was 
at odds on and. although she ran a bit green and 
swerved repeatedly in the stretch, she was so much 
better than her opponents that she won by eight 
lengths. Tout Or w’as second tw’o lengths in ad- 
vance of Bacchanalian. 

The opening dash, for maiden two-year-old fil- 
lies, hrouglit .a <-lose finisli between Ten Buttons 
iind Maiden’s Ballet, with Mavehona, the favorite, 
third. It was a ding-dong finish between the 
first two for the last fifty yards. Ten Buttons 
getting the decision in the last strides.

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Designed by the Coney Island Jockey Club, the Futurity wgs first run in 1888 over the 
famous Sheepshead Bay course and brought out a field of fourteen starters, the winner receiving 
the then unheard-of prize of $40,900. Its popularity was at once established and there was a 
rush to make nominations for future runnings. In 1890 the gross value of the race mounted to 
^77,000, the winner, Potomac, receiving $67,675, the largest in its history. When the Coney 
Bland Jockey Club abandoned its Sheepshead Bay home some years ago, the Futurity was 
kept alive and decided in 1910 and 1913 at Saratoga. Since then it has become a permanent 
fixture of the We.^tchesier Racing Association and is run annually in the fall of the year at 
the palatial Belmont Park. Its interesting history is here presented:

BALTIMORE. Md., September 10.— Tlie Maryland 
fall racing season of 1920 begins tomorrow at Havre 
de Grace. For tlie first time in several years no 
troublesome clouds of adverse legislation darkens 
tlie racing borison in this state. The creation of 
a state raring coniiiiission at the last session of 
the legislature lias placed the sjMirt under state 
control and everything is now serene. 

Repn'seiitatives of the lauirel, Pimlico, Havre de 
Grace and Bowie tracks met in the office of the 
new’ly npiKiiiited Maryland State Racing roinmissioii 
Tuesday afternoon and discussed the race meetings 
for the fall and next year, wlien the number of 
racing days will have to lie cut under 100. 

('hairiiian Oliver told the promoters that lie wouM 
ask them voluntarily to cut down the number of 
racing days for next year by mutual agreement in 
order to avoid c*ontroversy in the granting of dates. 

The following dates for this year were approved: 

Havre de Grace — September 11 to Septemlier 30. 

Laurel — Octobf'r 1 to Octoiier 30. 

Pimlico — November 1 to November 12. 

Bowie — November 13 to November 30.
